Armed robber visits Midwest Banik

On Monday around lunchtime, a 
man walked up to a teller at Midwest 
Bank at 2975 Sand Lake Road in 
lindenhurst and demanded money. 
He displayed a large silver handgim 
tliat is presumed to be a semi-auto- 
matic pistol. The teller gave him an 
undisclosed amount of money and 
he left llie bank- 

Tlie man was in his 20s, about six 
feet tall and weighed about 180 
pounds. He was wearinga grayhood- 
ed sweatshirt, a white bandana or 
handkerchief over his face, sunglass- 
es, dark pants, white atliletic shoes 
and black gloves. 

There were eight other bank 
employees, but no customers in the 
immediate area, and no one was 
hurt 

The man walked into a wooded 
area behind tlie bank that stretches 
to the Falling Waters subdivision. A 
Lake County Sheriff's Office canine 
unit was brought in, but the man was 
not found. 

The FBI became involved in tlie 
investigation and is cooperating witli 
local agencies. Tbesday the 
Lindenhurst Police Department 
oiganizecl a search team and combed

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Drinking and driving takes its toll as 
biker crashes on Grass Lake Road

It started out as a routine ride- 
along. I was looking for some inter- 
esting dialogue to go with a story 
about some local cops honored for 
their DUI arrest records. Instead, 
the whole point of tlie exercise 
made itself known, graphically. 

By the time tlie evening had 
turned to daybreak, someone was 
hurt, and facing charges. A night 
was lost, but it could have been 
worse. 

It was about 11:15 p.m., 
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Saturday night. Prime time for catch- 
ing DUI offenders. Lindenhurst 
Police Officer Rob Holbach turned 
the squad car onto Grass Lake Road, 
westbound from Route 45. ' 

We were confident. Holbach is 
one of four Lindenhurst officers hon- 
ored by ' the Alliance Against 
Intoxicated Motorists (AAIM) for his 
16 DUI arrests in 2004. 

An SUVapproached> going about 
10 miles under the 45-mph speed 
limit, 

"That might be one," Holbach 
said, explairiing that one of the indica- 
tors for a possible DUI is a driving 
speed at least 10 miles over or under 
the posted limit 

He hung a u-tum, and we cauglit 
up Willi tlie SUV at Route 45. The driv- 
er hopped out and told Holbach that 
he'd just seen a motorcycle go down on 
Grass Lake Road. 

Another u-tum, this time witli col- 
ored ligjits flashing. 

We found a line of stopped cars, 
about 950 feet west of Heritage Drive, 
and in front of them, on its side, a 1980 
Honda motorcycle. 

Anotlier 10 feet ^vest, a man lay Jn 
the road. His arm was sttetched against 
liie pavement. 

The biker, later identified as 
RiclianI Q Faifer, 44, of Spring Grove, 
wore no helmet He had a head injury, 
but was still conscious. He was shout- 
ing and fighting to get up while two 
friends Cwlio had been riding a motor- 
cycle in front of him) held him to the 
ground, trying to keeping him still until 
the EMTk arrived, speaJdng ui^gentiy 
over his shouts. 

"Don't move," tliey said. "We love 
you, please don't mov&" 

A sin^e, wide rivulet of blood 
stieaked tlie road, a line drawn to the 



place where his head made contact 
with asphalt, echoing die wider, darker 
sUipe of oil stretcliing from tlie bike. 

Police questioned Faifer's friends, 
who said they had just come from 
Grizzly's in Antioch, \i^ere Faifer had 
four Margaritas. 

They said he had driven off the 
road, onto the gravel shoulder. The 
road was scored with a white streak 
where tiie Honda's tailpipe had 
dragged on Uie asphalt, as he re- 
entered the roadway. 

Tlien, somehow, he lost control, 
and the bike went down. His friends, 
riding ahead of him, saw the crash and 
returned to help him. 

Liter, Faifer blamed the crash on 
tlie unfinislied shoulder, aItlioug)i he 
had barely missed colliding with a 
bright orange construction sawhorse, 
surmounted by a blinking amber light 

According to police, all three peo- 
ple had alcohol on their breatli. Faifer's 
friends refused to take field sobriety 
tests. 

Limited by personnel constraints, 
police did not press the matter, but 
offered tlie riders the option of having 
their bike towed in lieu of arrest. Tliey 
accepted Uie offer. 

At Condell, Faifer's wife, Janine, sat 
wiUi llieir son, waiting for Uie results of 
aCTscan. 

"Tills was die one ni{^it I didn't go 
riding wth him," Faifer's wife said. She 
had stayed home to be with a visiting 
friend. 

Now, in Uie hospital waiting room, 
she seemed calm, apparenUy unsur- 
prised or upset when told her husband 
would probably be arrested, even as he 
lay in Uie ER. 

Per police procedure, Holbach 
requested Uie hospital to use a "DUI 
kit" — a blood test kit specifically 
designed to be used as evidence. 

Hospital personnel did not appear 
to rusli to make Uiis test happen. We 
waited for nearty Uirce hours, making it 
about four hours since Uie accident 



when a lab teclmlcian finaUy arrived to 
draw blood 

They had taken their own tests 
when Faifer arrived 

There were clear Indications tiiat 
Faffer's blood alcohol concentration 
(BAG) exceeded the .08 standard, and 
Uial cannabis may also have been a 
factor. 

WtUi each passing hour, as hospi- 
tal personnel forgot to order the DUI 
kit, Holbacli became concerned about 
Uie effect Uie delay would have on 
results. 

"Every hour, if no oUier alcohol Is 
imbibed, a normal metabolism bums 
off about .015 BAG. However, even with 
a low BAG, police can press charges 
based on oUier visual and physical evi- 
dence of intoxication. 

Wliile \Nfe waited, Holbacli talked 
about Uie job. He told me Uiat, on tiie 
midniglit shift, about 50 percent of all 
calls, wheUier traffic stops, assaults or 
domestic disputes, are alcohol-related. 

"Wlien you make a DUI arrest, 
people say things like 'You are ruining 
my life,'" he said. "But Uie/re doing it to 
Uiemselves." 

Holbach agreed Uiat the objective 
in DUI arrests is to prevent Uie kind of 
incident we were attending. 

Finally, at nearly 4 a.m., we left Uie 
hospital. Holbach had his DUI kit. The 
Lake Gounty Sheriff's Office traffic 
Investigator had been to Uie scene and 
taken photographs. The scene was 
cleared, and traffic dissipated. Life 
went on. 

Faffer was issued two citations: 
one for DUI and one for driving an 
uninsured motor veliicle. 

He was released on a $3,000 I- 
bond, pending appearance in 
Waukegan courtroom C-402, on Aug. 
23, at 9 a.m. 

According to hospital staff, he had 
"no life-tiireatening injuries." 

"We were lucky," Janine Riifer said.

I am sick of hearing of deatli; I am sick 
of soldiers and marines dying on the streets 
of Iraq because a bomb was hidden in the 
ground or some insane person decided to run 
his explosive-laden automobile into one of 
our convoys. I am tired of looking at news on 
the Internet and seeing only bad accounts of 
what's happening over here. Do tlie soldiers 
want to go home? You bet we do. However, 
we also believe we're making a difference 
here we are helping the people who've never 
had tlie freedom we have become free. That 
is important. ' 

I was talking to our interpreter the other 
day— he's an Iraqi citizen— He told me to 
think about a few months ago when all we 
heard on tlie news was die difflculties in 
Mosul. He reminded me that Mosul is jiretty 
quiet now because of what the coalition 
forces tUid more importantly the newly- 
trained Iraqi forces have done in the area. 

Last summer we heard so much about 
Fallujali, we don't hear about Fallujali anymore. 



Now all we hear about is Ramadi I believe die 
spike in deaUis in Ramadi is due to the fact 
that the insurgents are running scared. They 
know Uiey're losing ground and are doing all 
they can to frighten us into giving up and 
causing the American people to lose hope. 
They are smart people, Uicy see American 
television and know what will get reported on 
the news. 

Are we winning this war against the 
insurgents? 1 think so. We are the stabilizing 
force holding this country logetlier right now. 
We must keep on keeping on until the job is 
done. I only ask that you keep praying for the 
military personnel that are over here. Every 
day I'm thankful for tlie support and prayers 
of the American people on behalf of the sol- 
diers, marines, sailors and almien involved in 
this conflict. 

So let's stop screaming Uiat the sky is 
falling and start praying.

Tips for adopting an animal 



Potential pet parents should consider not 
only what type of animal is most appropriate 
but also what shelter. To help, here's advice 
on what to look for. 

"The first Indication of a good animal 
shelter is mandatory sterilization of all ani- 
mals. No responsible shelter will adopt ani- 
mals out witliout making provisions for their 
sterilization," said Edwin Sayres, president 
and CliO of the ASPCA (American Society for 
the Prevention of Cnielty to Animals). "This 
includes purebred animals. The revolving 
door syndrome of adoi)ting out one animal 
only to get six of its offspring back at a later 
date is patently self-defeating." 
Additionally, a good aiilinal shelter wlU: 

• Work diligently to place as many animals 
as possible into responsible, loving homes 

• Distribute educational materials on prop- 
er pet care, animal behavior issues and over- 
population lo the general public 

• Be well maintained and have a cheerful, 
bright appearance 

• Have convenient hours 

• Have a comprehensive health care pro- 
gram that includes treating sick animals and 
preventive inoculations and medication 

• Ensure its animals are clean, dry and com- 
fortable 

• Aim to reduce stress for the animals 
through grooming, exercise, behavioral 
enrichment, separation of species and tender 
loving care 

• Have a friendly, inviting staff, willing and 
able to assist the public. 

Many people misunderstand some tilings 
they sec at animal shelters. Common com- 
plaints that can be easily misinterpreted are: 
No watcn Many dogs and cats tip over Uieir 
water bowls regiilariy. Therefore, some anl- 
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When adoptifig a pel, il may be wise lo 
"paws" to consider the kind of shelter it 
comes from, 

mals are watered on a regular basis and not 
provided with water round the clock. 

No food: Animals fed on a free feed basis 
often overeat and get diarrhea. Shelter ani- 
mals are generally fed twice a day, so you 
won't necessarily see food in their cages. 

Eutlianasla: It's not possible to house all 
animals In need. Most shelters have guide- 
lines on euthanasia decision-making. 

Dirty cages: No matter how often or how 
well a shelter cleans, there will be some dirty 
cages at any one time. 

Sick animals: However comprehensive 
die health program, tliere'Il always be sick 
animals. Most animals arrive unvacclnated 
and many harbor contagious diseases. A good 
shelter isolates and treats sick animals as soon 
as possible. 

Adoption refusals: Good shelters try to 
match the right pet wiUi the right owner and 
give the new owners realistic expectations 
about their new companion.

Believe it or not, school is right around the 
comer. I have had a number of parents ask me 
if there are tilings diey can do to gear their kids 
up for school. I believe Uiat kids need a 'before 
school starts' plan to get their brains moving 
before diey go back, so they need less time to 
catch up while in the school year. I have heard 
that it takes kids an average of 1 monUi to get 
back into the swing of Uiings. Especially for 
kids who have any kind ofdistractlbility, learn- 
ing and/or behavior problems, diis is a lot of 
time to Ifise during the school year. So, here 
are some suggestions for getting the ball 
rolling and getting yourchild on therighttnick 
for a great school year. 

1. During the rest of tlie summer aiid rigiil 
into the school year, plan on having die child 
work one hour per day on some sort of pre- 
arranged processing based or academic activ- 
ity. 

2. Pick the activity or activities. Tlierc can 
be more than one. Make sure it is age appro- 
priate. It can be computer based or book 
based. 'Ilry to focus on the areas that your child 
needs improvement. Be aware that the com- 
puter will be more fun for the child but book 
work will be closer to what die child will do In 
school. I would recommend doing a mix of the 
two so that tlie child has some prep for both. 
You can do this with very young children. Even 
Preschoolers and Kindergarten age children 
can benefit from the new interactive t.v. based 
learning toys and workbooks for colors, let- 
ters, numbers, etc. 

3. If you know your child has problems 
with attention, behavior or learning, don't wait 



until you are in Ihe Uiick of the school year to 
get help. Do it now so you can be on lop of it 
when school starts. Many times, parents and 
kids both don.t want to face diose problems 
until they absolutely have to; Time is of the 
essence when it coihes to these kinds of prob- 
lems diough. If you act fast, you can prevent 
problems that can take the whole school 
year away from the child and worse, create 
a bad feeling in the child about school and 
learning. 

4. Remember that repetition is the key to 
learning anything. Don't sit your child down 
once or twice with somediing and expect it to 
become permanent. Tliat is just an unrealistic 
expectation and too often these days, liie basis 
for diinking a child has a problem. Pick an 
exercise or assignment and stay wiUi it for a . 
week or more depending on how much it 
takes for die child to know it. 



5. Don't go overboard. An hour a day is 
great. It is still summer and your children still 
need time in the sim. Of course, tliat is if Oils 
heat ever lets up! Very soon, kids will be in 
classrooms 6-8 hours a day and the sun will be 
up for shorter periods of time {am I depressing 
you enough?) They still need die fresh air and 
freedom now. So, be reasonable and have a 
good mix of fun and work.

ogists deliver smaller, more targeted beams to 
tumors, dramadcally limiting the radiaUon 
exposure to healthy surrounding organs and 
dssue. 

TYaditional therapies can project radiaUon 
onto the tumor from only a few different 
directions, wiUi beams passing through the 
same healUiy tissue to reach the tumor.

Accuracy of land 

survey critical 

when buying

Land surveys are often overlooked, but an 
integral part of the property sales process.

While there are universal requirements for 
surveyors widiin every state, tlie actual pre- 
pared surveys can vary in name and descrip- 
tion and from community to community, 
according to Bimibaum.

With their large savings, limited 
knowledge of computer technology 
and good credit, senior citizens are 
often perfect targets for identity 
theft. 

Add to that the fact that they 
live in relatively affluent suburbs, 
and Lake County seniors could be 
amongst the biggest targets. United 
States Congresswoman Melissa 
Bean (D-Barrlngton) told a large 
group of senior citizens at die Lake 
County Council of Seniors' Senior 
Expo. 

A nearly packed auditorium lis- 
tened as Bean, a member of Uie 
House Committee of Financial 
Sendees, described the ways people 



can bo taken advantage 
of, and the legislation 
she is proposing that 
would protect against 
identity Uieft. 

"Each American will 
leave his or herself open 
to identity theft dozens 
of times a day," Bean 
said. "Identity thieves 
will steal from (the elder- 
ly) because they know 
that's where die money 
is." 

And while statistics and trends 
Bean presented show idenUty theft 
to be ever-increasing, she did offer 
some tips for protection. Bean's dps 
included heightened awareness on 
the Internet and the potential dan- 
gers that hackers and unsolicited e-

mails can carry. 

Bean warned the 
audience not to give out 
sensitive information to 
unfamiliar sources on 
die internet. 

Also, Bean warned 
seniors to watch infor- 
mation they may give 
over the phone, or the 
way they handle person- 
al informadon that 
comes through the mail. 
"An identity thief 
can spin junk mail to gold at your 
expense," Bean said.

social security card, ID thieves can easily take 
tliat information, she said. 

It's the dangers of social security numbers 
that prompted Bean to look toward stopping 
tlie use of them on unnecessary documents. 
In die future she said shed like to stop die use 
of social security numbers on Medicare. 

Dean also spoke at lengdi about a new bill 
slie is sponsoring. The Consumer Data 
Survey and Notificadon Act would require 
that companies notify consumers when their 
information is at risk. The act would also 
strengdien die protection against the sale 
and collection of personal financial data. 

While die informaUon Bean gave was 
lengUiy, Ken Willard, 82, of Lake Biiiff, said he 
found it very helpful. 

Willard said he was familiar witli identity 
Uieft protection prior to the event, but was 
able to use it as a refresher course.

investigation spurred when former correc- 
tions officer Michael Horowitz approached 
U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald wiUi 24 sepa- 
rate allegations of misconduct in die sheriff's 
office. Horowitz was fired after he was found to 
have used excessive force against an inmate. 

Tlie former sheriff's employee, however, said 
in an interview he felt vindicated tiiatsome of his 
concerns had come to some sort of fiuiUon. 

"Those are a couple of die issues that I'd 
addressed in my letter," Horowitz said. "These 
are tilings lliat I've been saying all along. I 
never doubted myself because I knew tliey 
were true. It's just good to see diat the facts 
came out." 

While Horowitz added that he wasn't 
pleased to see tlie indictments handed down, 
he said he was not surprised diat they were. 

"It's the trulli," he said. 

At die heart of the charges was an alleged 
scheme geared at bilking die Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund of more tlian $344,000, infor- 
maUon released by Madigan's ofiice reported. 

DeFilippo was hired as a corrections offi- 
cer in the early 1980s, but allegedly stated in a 
1999 letter diat he was originally hired as a 
deputy sheriff. Tlie ranks carry with diem dif- • 
ferent classification in the state pension fund, 
which means diey also carry different benefits 
to retired officers. 

According to an indictment issued by a 
Lake County jury last week, DeFilippo's 
allegedly falsified submission to die IMRF 



potendally raised his tenure by over $19,000 
per year and could cost county taxpayers more 
than $344,0000 if he was allowed to retire, as 
planned, in August 2008. 

Lake County prosecutors alleged that 
DeFilippo could not have qualified for the 
higher pension without Lesza's approval, 
Lesza retired from his position as director of 
the correcdons department in April 2000 and 
DeFilippo took over the position. 

"It should be understood diat regardless of 
a person's employment status, he cannot use 
that posidon to wrongfully benefit himself or 
to defraud the lax|iayers," Lake County State's 
Attorney Michael Wailer said in a statement. 

DeFilippo resigned in July 2003 in the 
wake of controversy over statements he made 
in an online conversation witli a woman. 
DeFilippo allegedly solicited die woman in a 
sexual nature. 

Bodi former county employees now live in 
Florida. Conspiracy to commit theft in excess 
of $100,000 is a Class 4 felony, attempted theft 
a Class 2 felony and forgery is a Class 3 felony. 
The charges cany possible prison sentences of 
one to diree years, dirce to seven years, and 
two to five years, respectively 

Lesza and DeFilippo, however, could 
receive probation for the alleged offenses.

TVy getting in touch with a dentist in 
early August - it may take a while. 

That's because area schools have taken it 
upon tliemselves to make sure dieir students 
are practicing good oral hygiene. All stu- 
dents entering kindergarten, second grade, 
sbctli grade and freshman year of high school 
are required to get a dental check up before 
they can register for classes. 

Since the exams were made mandatory, 
atea dentists like Dr. David Rakoczy with the 
Lake County Healdi Department have had 
families practically beating down their 
doors. 

For many the stop at the dentist is rou- 
tine, but for some children the mandatory 
visits are the only chance they get to see a 
dentist. Though the exams are pretty basic, 
the dentists still look for major problems. 

"Usually if it's obvious, it's on the verge of 
serious," Rakoczy said. "Kids don't learn very 



well when diey're in pain." 

Because many families have a hard time 
getting in for routine check ups, the Lake 
County Healdi Department is making It even 
easier to fulfill school's requirements. Their 
Bclvidere Clinic in Waukegan will have free 
wolk-ln clinics from Aug. 8-10. Anyone can 
show up from Il;30-7;30 p.m. on Aug. 8, or 
8:30-4:30 p.m. on Aug. 9 or 10. 

The Lake County Healdi Department 
also works with the families to make the 
appointments affordable at their offices. 
Prices are adjusted according to income and 
size of family, and payment plans can be 
used. As to making sure there aren't any 
problems when die kids actually make Uieir 
way into die dentists' oHice, Rakoczy said it's 
pretty much common sense. 

"It's just taking care of yourself," he said. 
"Smaller kids don't know any better so it's up 
to the parents to make sure they are doing 
what they're supposed to."

Tlie Lake County Sheriff's Office had a 
chance to use it's recently acquired A Child is 
Missing program last Monday 

At approximately 10 p.m. tliat day, the 
Sheriff's.Office responded to a call regarding a 
missing 1 1-year old handicapped giri from 
die 900 block of Rockland Road in Knollwood. 

Initially, members of die Sheriff's Office 
and Knollwood Fire Department saturated die 
area in search of Uic missing child. Sliortly 
diereafter Uie .Sheriff's Office made the deci- 
sion to activate the A Cliild is Missing program. 

The program assists law enforcement 
agencies in die search and early recovery of 
missing children, die elderly and disabled 
using telephone alert calls. It can place one 
thousand phone calls in sixty seconds to resi- 
dents and businesses in the area where a per- 
son went missing. 

The actiwition of the Child Is Missing pro- 
gram generated an overwhelming response 
from the Knollwood community. ITie Sheriff's 
Office 91 1 Communications Center received 
more than 100 follow up phone calls widiin 
an hour and a half in response to die taped 



message. 

"It is gratifying to sec such a strong 
response from our comniunity in an incident 
like Uiis,': said Lake County Sheriff Gary Del lie. 

Members of the community, Sheriff's 
Office and Knollwood Fire Department 
worked fevcrislily together to locale die miss- 
ing child. Community members were seen 
taking an active role checking dieir neighbor- 
lioods, yards and parks. 

At about 1 a.m. the next morning, the child 
was located safely in Highland Park. Tlie cause 
of tlie missing child turned out to be a break- 
down in communication between caregivers. 

Nowdiat the program has been used, Sgt. 
Christopher Tliompson hopes that commu- 
nity members wili be prepared to receive 
future alerts. 

"We are happy now that people under- 
stand when they get a taped message diey 
should stay on the line," said 'Oiompson. 
"Tills is not a joke." 

Should community members ever 
receive a taped call from A Child Is Missing, 
they are encouraged to call the number dial is 
provided to them on the taped message,

Mega malls still iiave a place in modern society, but only with 
lots of residential space put in the design. The idea Is the have cus- 
tomers close at hand for new retail rentals.

When school district lines don't match municipal boundaries 
as is the case in Illinois, there's really only one way to cope 
with the reality where a village can enjoy the financial 
income generated by growth and the neighboring commu- 
nity with the scliools gets the headaches and costs of providing educa- 
tional benefits. The guard amounts to school olTicials getting involved in 
the internal politics of tlie next door village tlial's bent on adding more 
rooftops. 

Once again Grayslakc Elementary School District 46 is faced with the 
dilemma of housing and educating children who will be generated by a 
proposed 500 home development for a 30B acre nursery at Fairfield Rd. 
and Ute. 120 that lies within the corporate boundaries of the Village of 
Round Like and School District 46. 

Getting tlie kids from Round Lake to house and educate is nothing 
new for the neighboring school district. Because of tlie meandering ' 
school District 46 boundaries that twist around three sides of the Round 
Lake area and l^e Villa, the Grayslakc based school began providing 
education for die neighboring community as far back as the late 1920's. 
AccclenUed grovvtli and escalating school costs have compounded 
conflicts over the years. Currently Dist. 46 is building Madronna 
School on Rte. 120 with the help of a $30 million bond referendum 
approved by voters that will open in 2007. 

When confronted with the reality of needing more classrooms 
before another new school opens, newly ai'rived Supt. IZUen 
Correll, less than a month on the job, said some serious study 
would be needed. Indeed. As we suggested, moreover some seri- 
ous lobbying efforts will be needed to lighten the tax load on Dist. 
46 that heretofore has had no say so In how the Village of Round 
Lake grows and develops. 

Discussing education problems associated with growth, Round 
Lake Mayor Bill Gentes opened the door to additional school 
funding that could be accomplished with the recapture provisions 
of a special service district. This is how another district impacted 
by Round Lake's southward march, Fremont Consolidated, gar- 
nered funds to provide for a rush of new students. As we have 
noted on this page in recent weeks and the superintendent of 
another district reeling from the impact of Round Lake growth. Big 
Hollow elementary district, described in a letter to the editor, 
impact fees imposed by the growth orientated municipality don't 
do the job. Much funding is needed to even the playing Tield. 

It's patently unfair when one town gets the kids and the other 
town gets the tax Income from growth. Wliat Gentes described as 
"transitional fees" created by a special service area will help. 
Political lobbying by the school district facing the inevitability of 
building more classrooms, providing teachers and supplying other' 
school needs also is required. 
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One of Grandma Meyer's 
favorite sayings was, 
."Charity begins at 
home." 
-That surps up in a nutshell Uie 
state of road building funding in 
I.akc County. After rejecting last ' 
spring what amounted to a self- 
help approach by raising tlie sales 
tax for local highway improvements, 
we're getting essentially left overs 
from federal sources. 

If you can't (or don't want) to 
help youreelf, you lake what's hand- 
ed out. After studying tlie new fed- 
eral highway and transit funding 
program, it's difficulLio find enougli 
fed money to make much of a dif- 
ference in conecUng, or even eas- 
ing, local gridlock. 

in the five year federal spending 
plan, the biggest project appears to 
be $9 million for reramping tlie Rte. 
60 bridge near Lake Forest to ease 
rush hour bumper to bumper traveL 
A lot of the money targeted for Lake 
County will go for studies and engi- 
neering, but not for construction. 
Wliile you're crawling along Rtes. 60, 
45, as, 132, and 120, Uiinkof die 
engineers pouring over their draft- 
ing tables grinding out paper work 



that might be used In 2010. 

If die Rte. 60 bridge work is 
Congressman Mark Kirk's show- 
piece, dien Congresswoman Melissa 
Bean is beaming over $4.8 million 
for the extension of Addnson Rd. 
from Rte. 120 to Rte. 137. How this 
"bit of road work magic is going to 
move traffic easier and faster is hard 
to fadiom. 

County Board Chair Su2i 
Schmidt told reporters that nearly 
S2.1 million for engineering a 
Rte. 45 bypass of Millburn and 
Grass Lakes Rds., the "Millburn 
Strangler," has been on her wish 
list to 20 years. Funny, I never 
thought much about that inter- 
section.

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It's back to school, and you know what tliat 
means — shopping!

6. WrAp books creatively. Don't waste 
money on textbook covers.

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As parents, we send our kids off to school 
hoping they'll come home witli a report card 
full of A's. Every parent wants a successful stu- 
dent, but not every parent knows how to foster 
one. Tlie key, in fact, lies in what parents do 
when their children are not in school. Parents 
can take several steps at home to ensure suc- 
cess in tlie classroom. 

1. Create a "reading culture" at home. 
Reading is tlie foundation of all skills learned 
in school. A love of reading helps students witli 
tlieir vocabulary and problem-solving skills. 
Thus, parents must start early when encourag- 
ing their children to read. 




Parente and caregivers can take steps at 
home to ensure they're fostering the right 
learning habits for success In school. 

First, be sure that your child sees tliat you 
value reading. Show your child that you read 
for pleasure and tliat reading is required for 
many day-to-day activities. Read recipes, 
directions, and newspapers aloud to your 
child while you are completing housework. 
Wlien your child is of reading age, ask him to 
read iliesc items to you. 



The U.S. Department of Education recom- 
mends limiting television watching to less 
than two hours a day Teach your children that 
reading can be just as much fun as the TV. Be 
sure that your house is filled witli age-appro- 
priate books and magazines, and encourage 
your child to read a book instead of turning on 
Uie television. The U.S. Dept. of Education has 
a guide to fun activities to encourage your 
child to read, found at www.ed.gov. The more 
your child reads during elementary school, the 
easier it will be to read more material in tlie 
higher grade levels. 

2. Encourage your kids to be independent 
problem solvers. If parents are ready to solve 
the slightest problem for tlieir children, from 
tying their shoes to cleaning up spilled juice, 
their kids will not be veiling to complete proj- 
ects at school. Instead of jumping In to help, 
praise your child when she solves a difficulty 
on her own. (However, be sure to only praise 
her if she succeeds at a difficult task; praising 
for every accomplishment won't encourage 
her to try new challenges.) If she can't figure 
out a math problem, don't show her the 
answer. Encourage her to try a different 
metliod of solving the equation. 

Teach your children how to break down 
big jobs into small steps. A student who can 
separate cleaning her room into laundry, bed 
making, and dusting will be adept at handling 
projects, such as book reports and science fair 
posters, in tlie classroom later on. Be sure to 
reward your child for starting a project early 
and organizing her time well by getting her a 
new book or treating her to ice cream. 

Acquiring iliis skill will hopefully prevent 
her from staying up all night to finish a paper 
in high school and college! 

Finally, let your child take responsibility 
for her own mistakes. If her teacher tells you 
that your little angel is too talkative in class or 
doesn't turn in her homework on time, don't 
msh to her defense. Find out your daughter's 
side of the story, and if it is true, let her accept 
the consequences of her actions, which will 
help her act more responsibly in the future. 
3. Make school a priority. Parents who want 
successful students need to show their kids 
that school is of utmost importance. The best 
way to convey tliis idea is to team up vrilh your 



child's teacher. On tlie first day of school, find 
out your district's standards and course of 
study. Know what your child is expected to 
be able to do by the end of the year, and 
help her work towards those goals. E-mail 
your child's teacher periodically to find 
out how your child is performing, and let 
your child know that you and her teacher 
are keeping in touch. 

Also, make sure diat your budding student 
has a "homework space" in your house. It 
should be a writing surface in a quiet area of 
your home, away from distractions. She needs 
pens and pencils, lined and graph paper, a cal- 
culator, and a diclionarj'. Her study space 
should be far away from the IV or phone, but 
close to you in case she needs Help. Let your 
child decorate this special space to her liking 
to make it her own. Tlien, decide wiUi your 



child how much time she will allot to home- 
work each night. Setting a regular schedule 
helps her develop a routine. Even if she doesn't 
have homework on a particular night, encour- 
age her to use the time to read or complete 
extra practice problems. The more she 
becomes accustomed to a certain amount of 
work each night, the easier she will find it com- 
plete her homework. 

Finally, be sure to focus on what your child 
is learning rather than the grade lie is getting. 
While grades can be a measure of success, it is 
more important tliat your child is acquiring 
good study habits and new skills. And focusing 
on the grade can tempt you to "help" too much 
with homework and projecLs. Let your child 
knowyou are proud of the progress he's made, 
and the grades will follow. Soon, your child will 
become a star student!

t's a universal feeling, the 
unbridled white-hot 
anger that comes with a 
particularly untalented 
driver on the road seemingly 
breaking every traffic law 
knovm to man. While the ini- 
tial reaction is to put that 
driver in their place with a 
nice metal-to-metal greet- 
ing, but . the unfortunate 
hand of the law prevents us 
from taking our primal 
urges. 

However, for some par- 
ticipants in a Lake County 
Fair staple, there is no need 
to hold back as they com- 
pete in automotive fights to 
the death at fairs across the 
country. According to 
Mundelein demolition derby 
veteran Greg Elser, such 
competitions are a great way 
to relieve frustration from 
the drive to the arena. 

"I do it for the road rage," 
Elser said. "I've been doing 
this for ten years and I can't 
get enough of it. I mean, 
where else can you go to just 
smash the other guy's car 
like this? It's just civilized 
road rage." 

"Civilized" might not be 
the word most people use to 
describe such contests, but 
tiie amount of workmanship 
it takes to make one of tlvese 
deathsleds is more extensive 
than one might think. Most 
cars used within the derbies 
are production models from 
before 1975, thanks to the 
larger amount of metal used 
in those days along with 
stronger leaf spring suspen- 
sions. For demolition driv- 
ers, the more metal there is 
to crush, the tougher their 
cars are. 

■ However, it's not just tlie 
original manufacturer who 
holds tite blowtorch as many 
at-home modifications must 
be made from top to bottom 
in order to strengthen the 
cars. Tlie cars might look like 
misshapen junkyard dogs, 
but there is a lot of work to 
be done before a car even 
hits the arena. 

Tires use inner-tubes or 
are even "double-bagged" in 



order to prevent punctures, 
cross members and frames 
are strengthened, engines 
and fiiel systems are moved 
as close to the middle of the 
car as possible and all 
unneeded interior and 
engine parts make their way 
to the garbage bin. In short, 
these cars are made for one 
purpose and one purpose 
only - destroy all competi- 
tors. 

"I'm using an old station 
wagon because it's got plen- 
ty crumple space before it 
hits anytliing I need to run," 
Grayslake's Steve Kipp said, 
"It's just a rush that you 
couldn't get anywhere else. 
The crunching of cars is 
unlike anything else you've 
ever experienced." 

Of course, the safety of 
the driver is the number one 
priority for all those 
involved. Roll cages are 
mandated, driver door shots 
are illegal, all glass must be 
removed from the car and 
one of the first lessons driv- 
ers learn is to let go of the 
wheel at the point of impact 
in order to prevent arm 
injuries. 

Despite everyone's best 
efforts, bad things do hap- 
pen, although sometimes, 
that's the fun of it all. 
Deerfield's Matt Thurber's 
car caught on fire in a cham- 
pionship competition 
Thursday. The car literally 
burst into flames to the 
cheers of the fans. After 
jumping out of tlie car and 
running like a deranged 
football player, Thurber 
bowed and raised his hands 
in triumph to the crowd. 

"My first tliought v«is to 
get the (expletive) out of 
tliere," Thurber said. "I was 
excited after it happened. I 
think I should get something 
for that. I just saw some 
smoke and then I saw a 
flame on the passenger side 
and I just jumped out of 
tliere and ran." 

It's not about the 
machismo of smashing cars 
and technological prowess — 
there's a lot of humor within 
the sport as well. With a car

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Lake County Fair packs in crowd for 20th 
annual Motocross event

It doesn't take a rocket 
scientist to realize how 
much the world has 
changed in the last two 
decades. In July 1986, 
President Ronald Reagan 
was 18 montlis into his sec- 
ond term, Billy Ocean was at 
the top of the Billboard 
charts and the Cubs were 
well on their way to not win- 
ning the World Series — well, 
some things never change. 

But Lake County certain- 
ly has. Two decades ago, 
Lake County had more farm- 
land tlian homes and its 
annual fair was drawing less 
than 150,000 people per 
year. Two decades 'ago, there 
were no "extreme" sports or 
X-Games on ESPN. Heck, 
there barely was an ESPN. 

And two decades ago, 
former Libertyville resident 
Bill Sparks decided to bring a 
fledgling sport called 
motocross to the fair. Tliat 
first yiiar, fair attendance 
Jumped by more than 
25,000, bolstered by the 
record 27,000-plus people 
who went on Thursday dur- 
ing the dne^hight motocross ' 
event. 

"I used to do the races at 
Lambs Farm (in Libertyville) 
and r thought tlie fair was in 
need of that type of enter- 
tainment," said Sparks, who 
now lives near Rockford in 
Mendota, 111. "Tlie sport was 
grovrfng and I thought the 
people would enjoy it. That 
one night was a record 
crowd for the fair." 

The rest, as they say, is 
history. As motocross has 
evolved — from a sport 
played by kids on dirt bikes 
on makeshift tracks to a 
multi-million dollar propo- 
sition replete with national 
broadcasts, video games and 
a major motion picture due 
out this month— so too has 
the fair's annual event. 

The second year saw a 
second night added, and 
another record Thursday 
crowd of more than 28,000. 



By 1998 the event added a 
third night, which helped 
fair attendance top 250,000 
for the first time. Despite a 
rainout on TYiesday, this 
year's event was just as suc- 
cessful, dravtring more than 
5,000 people a night. 

There's also now a 
freestyle event, with some of 
the coimtry's best jumpers 
showcasing their tricks. 

"it's a great event," 
Sparks said. "There's a lot of 
action and the kids enjoy it. 
The following just seems to 
grow every year." 

Tills year's event had 14 
races in all, bodi pro and 
amateur, in five different 
cycle classes. The amateur 
events brouglit people from 
all over northern Illinois and 
southern Wisconsin, while 
the pro class had some of the 
country's best riders, with 
some coming from as far as 
Oklahoma, Oregon and 
Georgia. There was also a 
freestyle event, which saw 
some of the country's top 
show jumpers take off to 
crowd-pleasing heights from 
a large ramp. 

Pro rider Tom 
Hofmaster, from Pearl City 
in western Illinois, was this 
year's big winner. He won 
four events In all, taking 
home several thousand dol- 
lars for two days' work. The 
money, just as much as the 
need for speed, is helping 
draw more and more people 
to the sport. 

"I've been doing this 
since I was 14 and I love it," 
said Hofmaster, now 25. "But 
. it's also my job. This is a pret- 
ty big event, because you 
can win $10,000 in a week- 
end. It's something I want to 
do tlie rest of my life," 

The Martin brothers, 
Ross and Dylan, of Pleasant 
Prairie, Wis., also got hooked 
at a young age by the need 
for speed. 

"I started racing when I 
was 9," said Ross, now 20. 
"My dad told me whenever I 
started racing he would get 
me a new bike, so that was 
enough for me. I'm a speed 
freak."

Even after breaking his 
foot earlier this summer, 19- 
year-old Dylan has no inten- 
tion of taking it easy once 
the cast comes off. 

"It's killing me not to 
ride," he said. "Racing is in 
my blood." 

If you had told Ross and 
Dylan when tliey started rac- 
ing that tJiey'd one day get 
paid for it, they would have 
lliought you were crazy. But 
the Mardns are now raking 
in the cash, especially in an 
offshoot sport called 
snocross, which eschews 
bikes in favor of snowmo- 
biles — and they have no 
plans to stop any time soon. 

"I never thought I'd do 
this for a living when I was a 
kid," Ross said. "But after'! 
few years I knew if I stuck 
witli it, it would bring good 
things and it tias." 

Though he remains 
pleased \vith tlie event's suc- 
cess. Sparks would like to see 
it expand in coming years. 

"We're at capacity every 
year," Sparks said. "I think 
we could nil double the size 
if we had another grand- 
stand. Hopefully, the new 
(proposed) fairground will 
have more seating." 

Sparks, though, will like- 
ly have to oversee that 
proposition from afar. Next 
year, the contract with tlie 
fair expires and Sparks plans 
to step aside and allow 
someone else to take the 
helm, He docs, diough, plan 
on going out with a bang. 

"We never, ever do 
something less," Sparks said. 
"Next year will be as big as it 
can be."

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Gurnee Storm softball

iven the success this 
summer of the 
Gurnee Storm travel 
Softball program, it's 
hard to believe that only 
three years ago it didn't 
exist. 

Yet tlie Storm has grown 
from 13 kids on just one team 
that first summer to 48 on 
four teams this year — with 
all four teams flourishing at 
one time or another diis sum- 
mer. The program has also 
begun to branch out to the 
rest of Lake County, taking in 
kids from Antioch, Beach 
Park, Libertyville, Lake Forest 
andZion.

"Once they found their 
bats, their gloves got better 
too," Whidock said.
